In  addition,  the  board  stated  that  as  editor,  Marvin  L.  Fraley,  has 
the  final  decision  on  printing  any  articles  that  he  felt  was  present- 
ly covered  sufficiently  to  the  numismatic  fraternity  in  such  standard 
references  as  R.  S.  Yeoman's  U.  S.  coins  "red  book",  for  example. 

Each  article  received  on  numismatic  items  not  specifically  covered 
in  the  motion  passed  above  will  stand  on  its  own  merits  for  acception 
or  rejection  by  the  editor.

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The  National  Coinage  of 
GREAT  BRITAIN 

(Reprinted  from  the  London  Post,  Oct.  7>  1856) 

The  daily  operations  at  the  Royal  British  Mint  prove  how  effective 
and  necessary  is  the  application  of  steam  power  to  the  coinage  of 
the  realm.  Time  has  shown  that  by  the  happy  union  of  the  two  great 
minds  of  James  Watt  and  Matthew  Boulton,  who  so  perfectly  carried 
out  their  wondrous  discoveries  in  engineering  and  mechanical 
science,  the  steam-enginge  of  Watt,  amongst  its  multiplied  applian- 
ces, seemed  to  have  been  made  for  the  express  purpose  of  completing 
the  design  of  his  future  partner,  Mr.  Boulton,  when  he  sketched 
out  his  celebrated  coining  press. 

The  earlier  operations  of  the  British  Mint  furnish  little  than  can 
mark  the  advancement  of  either  science  or  art.  For  centuries  the 
national  coin  was  manufactured  within  the  Tower,  and  the  work  was 
done  by  artificers,  assisted  merely  by  horse-power.  Thus  rude  and 
comparatively  imperfect  mode  of  labor  and  art  was  pursued  until 
the  year  1788;  when  Watt ' s steam-engine  was  applied,  for  the  first 
time,  to  the  important  work  of  coining.  In  that  year  Messrs. 
Boulton  and  Watt  (who  had  entered  into  partnership  in  1775)  intro- 
duced into  their  mint  establishment  at  Soho,  near  Birmingham,  the 
various  processes  of  rough  and  fine  rolling  of  metals,  the  cutting 
out  of  blanks,  the  annealing  and  blanching,  and  the  striking  by 
presses  of  the  impression  on  coins  and  medals  which  they  were  em- 
ployed to  manufacture  for  the  East  India  Company  and  the  British 
government.  The  beauty  and  elegance  displayed  in  the  mint  workman- 
ship of  Boulton  and  Watt  naturally  attracted  the  attention  and  ad- 
miration of  the  nation,  and  the  government  at  length  entered  into 
large  contracts  with  that  eminent  firm,  and  finally  made  arrange- 
ments that  their  coinage  machinery  should  be  wholly  adopted  in  the 
government  mint.  The  old  mint  within  the  Tower  was  therefore 
closed  in  the  year  l8ll,  the  horse  in  the  mill  ceased  his  labors, 
and  the  improved  coinage  presses  of  Soho,  with  three  of  Watt's 
steam-engines,  were  placed  in  the  new  extensive  building  erected 
on  Tow.er-hill,  and  brought  at  once,  under  Boulton  and  Watt's  im- 
mediate superintendence,  into  successful  operation.  We  may  here 
mention  that  the  honor  of  perfecting  the  coining  presses  was  ex- 
clusively due  to  Mr.  Boulton,  who  designed  them  himself  upon  a 
principle  so  simple  and  complete,  that  several  of  them,  now  in 
almost  daily  use  at  the  Royal  mint,  are  in  as  good  a condition  and 
efficient  in  their  operation,  as  in  the  first  year  they  were  put 
up.  The  great  merits  of  the  coining  press  consist  in  the  complete- 
ness of  its  construction,  and  the  uniform  and  regular  self-action 
of  all  its  movements.  The  coin  made  by  it,  being  concentral,  and 
the  blow  struck  when  the  blank  piece  of  gold  or  silver  is  placed 
in  what,  in  minting  phraseology,  is  termed,  "a  polished  collar",  is 
remarkable  for  its  excellence  of  finish  and  clear  minuteness  in 
all  its  details,  as  compared  with  the  coin  formerly  struck  at  the 
Tower  mint.  It  may  be  mentioned  that  a few  of  the  workmen  who 
were  engaged  in  erecting  the  Soho  machinery  at  the  Royal  Mint,  in 
the  year  l8ll,  are  still  employed  in  that  establishment  as  useful 
artificers.  We  may  also  state  that  no  improvement  on  Mr.  Boulton's 
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coining  press  has  ever  been  effected.  Many  attempts  have  been 
made  to  supersede  this  beautiful  contrivance,  but  the  results  in 
all  such  cases  have  been  nothing  but  failures.  Mr.  Boulton's  press 
is  acted  upon  by  a vacuum,  and  there  rests  its  great  merit,  and 
the  secret  also  of  producing  that  peculiar  sharpness  of  impression 
which  so  strikingly  distinguishes  the  British  coinage.  The  coin  of 
any  other  country,  even  when  new,  exhibits  a marked  inferiority, 
in  many  respects  to  the  English  coin.  Boulton's  principle  is  per- 
cussive force,  whilst  the  presses  of  other  nations  are  generally 
lever  ones,  acted  upon  by  togle- joints,  or,  in  other  words,  two 
lines  at  an. angle  brought  into  a straight  line,  or  the  action  of 
the  knee-joint  in  ascending  a flight  of  steps.  Boulton's  coining 
press,  like  the  marvellous  steam-engine  of  Watt,  continues  to  be  a 
monument  of  the  skill  and  genius  of  its  inventor  and  a masterpiece 
in  practical  mechanics. 

With  these  preliminaries,  a brief  description  of  the  entire  oper- 
ations of  coining  the  money  of  the  realm  will  not  be  out  of  place. 

When  gold  and  silver  bars  are  cast  in  the  melting-house,  and  duly 
assayed  to  prove  their  standard  quality,  they  are  delivered  into 
the  coining-house,  and  are  rolled  and  drawn  into  fillets  of  proper 
thickness,  which  require  to  be  most  nicely  adjusted,  so  that  a 
piece  of  proper  size  punched  out  of  any  part  of  the  fillet  may  have 
the  exact  size  and  weight  of  the  intended  coin.  The  blanks  pieces 
of  gold  or  silver  are  then  cut  out  of  these  fillets,  which  are  thus 
reduced  to  a state  of  scrap  (or  residue  of  the  fillets  after  the 
blanks  are  cut  out)  and  remodelled,  under  the  precaution  of  due 
checks,  to  be  again  cast  into  bars.  The  blanks,  amounting  to  about 
two-thirds,  and  the  scrap  to  one-third,  of  the  weight  of  the  origi- 
nal metal,  are  next  passed  into  the  sizing-room,  where  each  separate 
blank  is  sized,  checked  and  rung  — this  is,  each  piece  is  weighed, 
to  ascertain  whether  or  not  it  is  of  the  standard  weight.  This 
operation  is  performed  by  a set  of  men  known  by  the  name  of  sizers, 
and  followed  up  by  another  body  of  men,  termed  checkmen,  whose  duty 
it  is  to  reject  such  blanks  as  are  either  light  or  heavy,  and  pass 
the  good  blanks  to  the  sizing  boys,  who  sound  them  on  iron  anvils, 
and  reject  those  that  do  not  ring,  as  hollow  or  dumb;  which  class, 
together  with  the  light,  notched  and  heavy,  come  under  the  head  of 
imperfect".  These  are,  of  course,  all  remelted  with  the  scrap; 
the  blanks  are  then  passed  through  the  marking  machine,  by  which 
the  edge  of  each  piece  is  made  smooth  and  a little  raised,  and 
then  passed  through  the  processes  of  annealing,  blanching,  drying 
and  shaking  when  they  are  softened  by  fire,  cleansed  in  diluted 
sulphuric  acid,  the  object  being  to  take  off  the  dirt  which  natur- 
ally  accumulates  on  the  surface  of  the  metal  in  the  process  of 
rolling  and  annealing.  By  these  latter  operations  the  surface 
becomes  partially  oxidized,  and  the  blanching  process  is  adopted 
to  remove  all  oxidation,  leaving  a pure  mat  or  ormolu  surface. 

The  coin,  when  thus  washed  and  dried,  is  in  a fit  state  for  being 
stamped  or  coined. 

The  coining  operation  is  performed,  as  already  intimated,  by 
Boulton's  presses,  moved  by  steam  power,  and  consists  in  placing 
the  blanks  between  two  steel  dies,  upon  one  of  which  is  engraved 
the  obverse,  and  upon  the  other  the  reverse  of  the  coin,  so  as  to 
give  an  impression  in  relief;  whilst  the  spreading  of  the  coin  in 
a lateral  direction  is  prevented  by  the  raising  of  "the  collar", 
already  mentioned,  at  the  moment  at  which  the  coin  is  struck.  In 
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this  collar  is  engraved  the  milling,  which  is  thereby  transferred 
to  the  edge  of  the  piece  at  the  same  moment  that  the  impressions  of 
the  dies  are  taken  upon  its  two  surfaces.  The  coining  presses  are 
attended  by  boys,  who  fill  a tube  or  hopper  with  the  blanks.  The 
operation  of  laying  the  blanks  upon  the  die,  and  again  throwing 
them  off,  is  entirely  effected  by  the  machinery  connected  with  the 
press,  by  which  means  the  risk  of  crushing  the  fingers  of  the  work- 
men, as  in  the  old  and  dangerous  mode,  is  effectually  prevented. 
This  movement  is  commonly  termed  "the  tongs  movement",  which  con- 
sists, in  fact,  of  a pair  of  tongs  that  pass  under  the  hopper  con- 
taining the  blanks,  receives  a single  blank  at  a time,  closes  home 
upon  it,  and  then  conveys  that  blank  between  the  two  dies.  When 
the  blow  is  completed,  its  office  is  to  push  the  perfectly-struck 
coin  out  of  its  place  and  pass  it  back  under  the  hopper  to  receive 
another  blank,  and  so  in  succession. 

In  the  coining  press-room  there  are  eight  presses,  each  adapted 
for  every  species  of  coin.  Each  press  strikes,  on  the  average,  60 
pieces  per  minute,  or  3>  600  per  hour;  so  that,  in  a day's  work  of 
ten  hours,  each  press  can  produce  36,000  pieces.  The  eight  presses, 
if  all  in  work  during  the  day,  would  be  capable  of  striking  off 
288,000  pieces. 

The  operation  of  what  is  termed  pixing  is  the  next  stage  of  pro- 
cedure. The  coin,  when  completed  in  a way  we  have  described,  is 
weighed  up  in  bags,  in  portions  which  are  called  journey-weights, 
for  delivery  to  the  Bank  of  England,  or  other  importers  of  the 
bullion  --  the  gold  in  15  lbs.  troy,  and  the  silver  in  60  lbs.  troy 
weight.  Before  the  coin  is,  however,  allowed  to  pass  out  of  the 
mint,  it  is  inspected  as  to  its  workmanship,  and  if  any  piece  be 
faulty  in  this  respect,  it  is  cut  and  returned  for  remelting  and 
re-coinage.  The  weight  and  fineness  of  the  money  are  also  ultimate- 
ly examined  and  insured  by  the  pixing  process,  which  consists  of 
taking  indiscriminately  from  each  journey -weight  a pound  in  tale, 
which  is  delivered  by  the  weigher  and  teller  to  the  assay  master, 
who  carefully  weighs  it,  and  declares  aloud  the  plus  or  minus  on 
each  pound,  if  it  be  not  standard.  This  determines  whether  the 
money  has  been  made  within  the  remedy  (or  precise  weight)  allowed 
upon  the  pound  troy;  but  as  the  remedy  upon  the  pound  is  divided 
among  the  pieces  in  it,  the  comptroller  weighs  several  of  the 
pieces  separately,  and,  if  they  are  not  within  the  allowed  limits, 
can,  in  conjunction  with  the  other  chief  officer  present  on  his 
duty,  return  the  coin,  to  be  remelted  and  recoined.  From  the  same 
pound-weight  of  gold  and  silver  the  comptroller  also  takes  two 
pieces,  one  of  which  is  handed  to  the  assayer,  to  prove  that  the 
metal  has  -undergone  no  deterioration  in  any  of  the  processes  of 
its  manufacture:  the  other  is  locked  up  in  the  pix-box,  under 
the  keys  of  the  chief  officer,  where  it  remains  until  the  trial  of 
the  pix  jury,  which  usually  takes  place  once  every  three  years  in 
the  Court  of  Exchequer  at  Westminster. 

No  Englishman  can  view  Boulton's  coining  press  without  feeling 
some  degree  of  national  pride.  The  late  eccentric  John  Randolph, 
of  Virginia,  when  looking  at  Dyer's  admirable  carding  machine,  on 
its  first  exhibition  in  the  United  States,  exclaimed  that  "he  was 
only  waiting  to  hear  it  speak,  for  it  certainly  had  a mind".  A 
compliment  equally  worthy  might,  with  justice,  be  applied  to 
Boulton's  beautiful  invention,  which,  for  years  yet  to  come,  may 
rank  in  greatness  with  the  mighty  achievement  in  mechanics  of  his 
friend  and  partner,  James  Watt.

DR.  ARNOLD  KELLER- 
The  Father  of  Notgeld

It  was  just  about  two  years  ago  this  past  December  that  I,  along 
with  the  officers  of  Numismatics  International,  was  toying  with  the 
idea  of  merging  or  consolidating  the  Emergency  Money  Society  with 
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However,  at  the  same  time,  a more  important  and  much  sadder  event 
was  also  taking  place,  in  Germany.  This  event  was  directly  connect- 
ed with  the  Emergency  Money  Society  and,  like  the  Society,  was 
passing  on  to  better  rewards. 

It  was  in  December  1972,  just  two  short  years  ago,  that  Dr.  Arnold 
Keller  had  become  ill  and,  on  13  December  1972,  died  at  his  home 
in  Berlin.  Shortly  thereafter  I was  notified  of  his  death  by  his 
widow,  Mrs.  Margarete  Keller.  Dr.  Keller  had  died  at  the  age  of  76 
years. 


These  were  quite  productive  years  for  Dr.  Keller.  During  these  76 
years  he,  of  course,  conducted  his  business,  but  more  important  to 
us,  he  found  much  time  to  devote  to  the  field  of  numismatics,  and 
more  specifically,  to  that  area  of  numismatics  known  as  "notgeld" 
to  the  German  collector,  the  area  of  emergency  money. 


Likewise,  Dr.  Keller  found  time  to  get  involved;  not  only  in  numis- 
matics, but  in  the  arts  and  in  humanities.  During  the  forming  of 
the  Emergency  Money  Society  and  during  its  7 year  life  span,  Dr. 
Arnold  Keller  gave  much  time  and  advice  to  its  members  and  officers. 
He  answered  many  questions  and  taught  us  all  many,  many  things  con- 
cerning the  emergency  money  issues  of  Germany  and  Europe. 

During  his  76  years  Dr.  Keller  found  time  to  pass  his  knowledge  on 
to  many  people.  He  wrote  some  twenty  different  books,  many  news- 
paper and  magazine  articles,  and  wrote  and  edited  the  famous  month- 
ly publication,  "Das  Notgeld". 

Notgeld  became  popular  during  and  immediately  after  World  War  One, 
but  it  was  Dr.  Keller  who  kept  it  alive,  along  with  a handful  of 
collectors,  until  its  re-birth  in  the  early  1960s. 


If  it  had  not  been  for  his  dedication,  his  efforts,  his  knowledge 
and  the  sharing  of  this  knowledge,  I can  rightfully  say  that  I could 
not  be  writing  this  article  today,  nor  could  I be  the  emergency  money 
editor  of  the  NI  Bulletin.  The  membership  of  NI,  though  only  intro- 
duced to  this  area  of  numismatics  in  March  197^  can  take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  help  those  of  us  who  were  introduced  to  notgeld  and  emerg- 
ency money  many  years  ago  give  our  thanks  to  the  late  Dr.  Arnold 
Keller  and  to  take  a moment  now  and  then  to  remember  this  fine  man.

MONEY  AND  TOKENS  OF  THE  GAS  METERS  AND  UTILITIES 

by  Walter  Funck 


It  is  assumed  that  the  first  comprehensive  cataloging  of  German  gas 
tokens  was  published  by  Giseke  in  his  book  of  Hartgeld,  Section  F 
(Hard  Emergency  Money).  This  cataloging  was  very  primitive  and  con- 
sisted of  only  11  numbers.  Coins  and  tokens  of  electric  current  pro- 
ducers and  distributors  were  not  mentioned.  Regular  supplements  with 
a few  pictures  which  followed  were  published  in  the  monthly  publi- 
cation ^Das  Notgeld"  in  1922  as  well  as  in  "German  Hartfeld  Sammler 
Zeitmig  (Hard  Money  Collector's  Newspaper).  A.  Savelsberg  published 
in  "Monthly  Communique  of  Stuttgart"  a much  more  expensive  list  in 
1930  and  1931-  Since  then  nothing  more  has  been  written  or  published 
on  this  subject. 


The  gas  tokens  were  in  no  way  a war  or  inflation  device.  They  were 
used  to^stop  the  outflow  of  millions  of  10  pfennig  pieces  being  used 
in  the  gastautomats  . Gas,  as  well  as  electric  utility  tokens  are 
still  in  use  today,  but  not  so  extensively  as  during  the  1920's. 

In  a number  of  cases,  such  as  those  pictured  below,  they  were  used  as 
emergency  money  and  served  the  public  both  as  gas  tokens  and  as  legal 
tender.

Figure  1 above,  a channeled  type  gas  token  from  Berlin  issued  by  the 
Continental  Gas  Association.  Used  in  the  Berlin  districts  of  Mitte 
and  Kreuzberg,  21.2mm,  in  brass. 

Figure  2 above,  from  the  same  firm,  is  a slotted  type,  21.2mm  in 
brass,  and  issued  for  use  in  the  Schonenberg  district. 

Figure  3 above,  issued  by  the  Stadtische  Werke  of  NeuKolln,  in  zinc, 

24mm. 


All  three  of  the  above  type  tokens  were  alsO;  at  times,  used  as  legal 
tender  type  coinage  to  supplement  the  shortage  of  regular  notgeld 
coin  issues  of  the  times. 


In  addition  to  this  writer's  personal  notes,  notes  from  those  of  my 
collector-friends  were  used.  Also,  in  order  to  check  into  the  subject 
again  after  such  a long  time,  I have  contacted  systematically  all 
known  West  German  issuing  authorities.  Only  in  extraordinary  cases 
was  information  not  available.  I attempted  to  systematically  check 
issuors  and  sources  in  Eastern  Germany,  but  to  my  regret,  without 
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much  success.  The  German  areas,  which  are  at  present  in  Polish  or 
Russian  possession,  were  excluded  from  this  research. 

The  system  of  the  slotted,  channeled  tokens  was  the  invention  of 
Police  Commissioner  Benduhr  at  the  beginning  of  the  inflation. 

All  gas  tokens  are  round,  but  numerous  electric  tokens  are  triangular. 
Such  triangular  electric  tokens  were  issued  by  the  cities  of  Coburg, 
Konstanz,  and  Ludwigshafen. 

When  not  otherwise  indicated,  tokens  of  this  catalog  will  be  without 
date,  round  and  with  smooth  edges. 

With  only  one  exception,  known  so  far,  the  word  "kubicmeter"  is  ab- 
breviated as  Cbm  (a  scientific  and  engineering  abbreviation).  The 
town  of  Vegasack  abbreviates  the  word  as  "Kbm". 

There  are  a great  many  different  kinds  of  "clinchings" . Some  are 
pictured  below.  These  will  be  denoted  by  the  following: 

The  same  procedure  is  used  for  the  grooved  and  rilled  (corrugated) 
tokens,  some  of  which  are  pictured  below.

Kolln  and  Spandau  respectively.  The  Spandau  token  also  uses  the 
abbreviation  "Cbm"  and  shows  this  token  "Gut  fur  1 Cbm"  (Good  for  1 
cubic  meter  of  gas).

FORGERS  IN  THE  STATE  MINT 

Damage  primarily  for  collectors.  Assistant  Director  apprehended. 

Karlsruhe  (dpa)  Jan.  20.  1975 

Two  employees  of  the  Karlsruhe  State  Mint  who  are  now  in  custody, 
minted  a large  yet  to  be  determined  number  of  collectors'  coins  with- 
out official  order.  A spokesman  of  the  Baden -Wurttemb erg  finance- 
ministry  declared  on  Sunday  that  the  unauthorized  minting  included 
2 Pfennig  pieces  up  to  1967  - 50  Pfennig  pieces  up  to  1950  as  well 
as  old  5 Mark  pieces  up  to  i960.  Due  to  its  scarcity  these  coins 
are  sold  to  collectors  far  above  the  nominal  value.  Damage  was 
caused  mainly  for  collectors,  in  the  opinion  of  the  spokesman,  be- 
cause a large  portion  of  the  illegally  minted  coins  were  sold  last 
year  already.  German  currency,  most  likely,  did  not  suffer. 


The  apprehended  mint  employees  are  the  assistant  director  and  a 
worker,  one  of  them  has  already  confessed  to  the  crime.  Both  were 
apprehended,  according  to  Karlsruhe’s  district  attorney  Muller,  due 
to  suspected  illegal  minting  of  coins.  First  suspicions  of  the  il- 
legal operation  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  ministry  by 
^^^c ollectors  last  year.  The  Baden -Wurttemb erg  financeministry,  there- 
fore, ordered  the  district  attorney's  office  to  start  its  investi- 
gation. The  ministry  in  Stuttgart  will  release  further  details 
today  (Jan.  20.  75). 


Unauthorized  error  coins  were  among  the  new  productions  as  well,  for 
instance  pieces  of  the  1968  2 Pfennig  error  which  is  sold  to  col- 
lectors for  about  DM900  to  DM1000  at  the  moment.  The  official  mint- 
ing of  the  error  was  limited  to  520  pieces. 

It  was  originally  intended  that  initial  announcements  of  the  illegal 
minting  operation  be  withheld  until  Monday  1/20/75,  but  differing 
-^Formation  started  to  leak  out  on  Saturday  already.  It  was  first 
reported  that  several  million  new  5 Mark  pieces  were  minted  but  by 
Sunday  it  was  determined  that  no  new  5 Mark  pieces  were  minted.  The 
financeministry  is  currently  determining  what  additional  precautions 
might  be  instrumented  to  prevent  reoccurrences  of  this  nature.

(Translator:  The  main  thoughts  from  an  article  "Confusion  about  Mint 

|Mark  G"  are  summarized. ) 

When  is  a forgery  a forgery,  is  the  problem  officials  at  the  District 
Attorney's  office  in  Karlsruhe  are  faced  with.  Since  the  illegally 
minted  coins  were  struck  with  regular  dies,  regular  planchets,  on 
the  same  20  to  250  ton  presses  as  other  coins  previously  produced 
at  the  same  mint,  there  is  no  difference  in  the  coins  themselves. 

Only  circumstances  of  the  striking  of  the  planchets  make  it  an  il- 
legal act  and  the  profits  passed  into  the  pockets  of  two  unscrupulous 
officials.  Jurists  disagree  as  to  the  legal  effects  of  these  acts 
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as  the  product  itself  was  legal  tender  and  there  is  no  difference 
between  the  coins  struck  by  the  "forgers"  probably  during  the 
quiet  of  off  duty  hours  and  those  produced  under  offical  supervision 
and  authority.  Only  the  number  of  coins  themselves  has  increased, 
their  prices  have  dropped,  and  the  collector  has  been  injured  and 
will  bear  the  loss.  The  coins  in  circulation  were  not  increased. 

Experts  from  the  Stuttgart  financeoffice  have  been  sent  to  Karlsruhe 
to  make  certain  that  in  the  future  no  dies  would  be  used  for  such 
purpose.  The  entire  scheme  was  probably  discovered  by  collectors 
who  found  the  coins  which  they  knew  to  be  rare  became  more  frequent- 
ly obtainable  in  uncirculated  condition.  It  is  not  known  at  this 
time  which  coin  in  particular  caught  their  attention  and  brought 
the  affair  to  a climax.  It  may  have  been  the  German  Federal  Bank 
(Bundesbank)  which  reported  its  suspicion  after  having  discovered 
certain  coins  bearing  the  date  of  1967  where  actually  produced  with 
equipment  placed  in  operation  in  1972. 


Comment  of  Beate  Rauch:  Kurt  Jaeger  explains  in  an  article  on  page 

w in  "Die  Munze"  January  1975  that  very  large  quantities  of  the 

1974  5 Mark  coin  are  being  minted  by  all  four  mints.  This  will  be 
the  last  issue  with  silver  content.  The  pieces  will  be  withdrawn 

1975  and  will  be  replaced  by  new  pieces  made  from  the  same  alloy  as 
the  2 Mark  pieces  to  accomodate  various  automats. 

The  last  paragraph  about  the  forgeries  referring  to  the  new  5 Mark 
pieces  must  refer  to  the  1975  date.  The  forgery  operation  apparent- 
ly only  included  5 Mark  pieces  up  to  i960. 

The  article  refers  to  forgeries  of  mint  errors  and  mentions  the 
2 Pfennig  piece  of  1968.  Page  47  of  "Die  Munze"  carries  a small 
notation  that  a collector  submitted  a 1971  - 50  Pfennig  coin  minted 
on  a planchet  of  a 5 Pfennig  piece,  Mint  Mark  G = Karlsruhe.  It  is 
not  documented,  but  the  speculation  comes  to  mind  that  this  might 
be  the  creation  of  the  two  suspected  forgers.  This  is  my  comment 
only.  The  forgery  operation  was  disclosed  after  the  January  issue 
of  "Die  Munze"  was  printed. 

If  the  coin  discovered  by  the  Bundesbank  dated  1967  was  a shiny  new 
2 Pfennig  piece,  then  these  must  have  been  "reproduced"  in  mass 
quantities  and  been  put  into  circulation.  They  might  not  just  have 
been  sold  to  collectors.

THE  FLEUR  DE  LIS 


The  fleur  de  lis  is  a stylized  representation  of  a stemless  lily  and 
in  the  Middle  Ages  it  became  a symbol  of  purity  and  virginity,  and 
consequently  associated  with  the  Virgin  Mary.  Even  before  1000  A.D. 
episcopal  coins  of  French  bishops  whose  cathedrals  were  dedicated 
to  the  Virgin  show  the  fleur  de  lis.  The  fleur  de  lis  is  therefore 
a religious  symbol  and  not  just  an  ornament  on  French  coinage,  and 
in  time  came  to  signify  the  sacred  and  priestly  character  of  the 
French  kings,  becoming  by  the  reign  of  Philippe  II  Auguste  (ll8o) 
the  official  emblem  of  the  French  royal  house.

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BOOK  REVIEWS 


TEE  MULTIPLE  DIRHEMS  OF  MEDIEVAL  AFGHANISTAN,  by  Michael  Mitchiner, 
137pp  + 11  pages  of  notes,  b maps,  10  tables,  illistrated.  (1973)* 
Published  by  Hawkins  Publications,  Ravenhill,  Rectory  Park,  Sander- 
stead  CR2  9 JR  London,  England. 

Some  readers  will  remember  the  report  issued  by  the  ANS  for  the 
year  ending  September  1969.  In  this  period  ninety-four  large-flan 
dirhems  were  purchased  and  were  immediately  studied  by  one  of  their 
summer  seminar  students,  Gilles  P.  Hennequin.  Two  of  the  specimens 
were  illistrated  in  the  report,  one  bearing  the  name  of  the  Samanid, 
Huh  11  b.  Mansur,  a governor  of  al-Harith  b.Harb(?)  and  the  caliph, 
al-Ta'i';  and  an  issue  of  Mahmud  of  Ghazna  with  an  official  subject 
to  him  named  Balkatekin.  These  coins  attracted  keen  interest  among- 
st the  viewers  when  they  were  on  exhibit  at  the  museum. 

Mr.  Hennequin 's  subsequent  publication  of  this  group  of  coins  ap- 
peared in  Cairo,  in  the  Annales  Islamologiques  vol.IX(l970)  PP  127- 
177  under  the  title  of  Grandes  Monnaies  Samanides  et  Ghaznavides  de • 
1' Hindu  Kush  331-^-21  A.H.  The  five  excellent  plates  added  to  the 
value  of  this  excellent  pioneer  work,  but  unfortunately  the  diffi- 
culty of  obtaining  copies  greatly  restricted  its  use. 


Fortunately,  Dr.  Mitchiner  added  similar  coins  to  his  collection 
and  published  his  preliminary  report  on  the  series  which  was  dis- 
tributed to  all  members  of  the  Oriental  Numismatic  Society  in  June 
1973  under  the  title  of  Multiple  dirhems  of  the  Samanid-Ghaznavid 
period  from  North  East  Afghanistan,  and  readers  were  delighted  to 
note  that  a book  containing  the  full  text  and  catalogue  fully  il- 
lustrated, would  appear  in  the  autumn  of  that  year.  In  due  course 
the  event  happened  and  it  is  a pleasure  to  present  a brief  notice 
of  this  fine  contribution  to  the  literature  of  Islamic  numismatics. 

The  book  concerns  the  large  medieval  moslem  silver  coins  (see  dia- 
gram 2)  which  were  struck  in  north  eastern  Afghanistan  by  the  Samanid

and  then  the  Ghaznavid  dynasts  who  held  power  in  the  region  in 
the  tenth  century  A.D.  Previously,  isolated  specimens  were 
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published  from  1855  onwards,  and  in  1914  ten  from  Zambauer's  cabinet 
were  discussed,  prior  to  that  a smaller  group  were  included  in  the 
inventory  by  Markoff  of  the  Hermitage  Museum  which  he  published  in 
1896.  A substantial  number  of  the  coins  began  to  appear  in  the 
open  market,  first  in  Kabul,  then  in  Teheran  and  west  Europe  from 
1969  onwards. 

The  author  saw  the  need  to  describe  and  classify  the  various  issues 
and  to  define  the  context  in  which  they  were  issued  and  the  reasons 
why  the  Samanid  dynasts  adopted  this  peculiar  form  of  coinage  in 
a particular  region  of  their  domain. 

He  commences  with  the  earliest  issues  struck  during  the  reign  of 
the  Samanid  governor  Nasr  11  b. Ahmad,  which  can  be  dated  to  the  320s 
of  the  hijra.  The  first  two  bear  no  dates  but  are  inscribed  with 
the  names  of  the  local  governors.  Balkatekin  (governor  of  the  north 
eastern  Afghan  provinces  during  320-326)  and  Qaratekin  who  struck 
the  next  issue  (governor  of  the  same  province  from  326-333):  this 

latter  coin  also  bears  the  name  of  the  caliph  ar-Radi  who  died  in 
329.  The  coins  were  struck  at  the  fortress  of  Kishm  in  the  garrison 
town  situated  in  the  western  part  of  Badakhshan  province.  By  the 
end  of  Nasr  b. Ahmad's  reign  in  331  the  coinage  of  the  province  had 
entirely  converted  from  dirhems  of  normal  fabric  to  the  large-flan 
types.  Later  they  were  adopted  at  Ma'dan  Panjhir  (32  types)  and 
Kara  Badakhsan  (27  types)  and  was  for  the  next  sixty  years  the  only 
form  of  coinage  struck  in  the  province. 

Dr.  Mitchiner  points  out  that  of  the  800  coins  catalogued,  nearly 
600  were  struck  in  Badakhsan  province,  and  three-quarters  of  these 
were  struck  at  one  of  the  three  main  mints  in  the  province. 

To  the  west  lay  the  border  with  Tokharestan,  and  the  town  of  Tayakan 
(thirty  miles  from  the  fortress  of  Kishm)  was  one  of  the  three  mints 
striking  these  dirhems,  --  all  with  dates;  the  other  two  were  Ander- 
abah  ( l6  types)  and  Walwaliz  (2  types).  The  author  notes  the  involve- 
ment of  Andjaragh  (2  types)  in  the  Khuttal  province,  when  it  came 
under  the  sway  of  Badakhsan,  and  states  that  in  moving  westward 
along  the  tracks  of  the  silver  mines  that  extended  from  Badakhsan 
province  through  the  southern  reaches  of  Tokharestan  we  reach  the 
other  two  provinces  that  struck  similar  dirhems,  Gharjistan  (2  types) 
and  Bamian  (5  types). 

To  conclude  the  work,  he  makes  a reference  to  the  provinces  of 
Juznan  and  Balkh,  and  the  fact  that  no  such  large- flan  dirhems  were 
struck  there.  Nonetheless  in  Balkh  the  dirhems  struck  during  the 
last  four  decades  of  the  4th  century  A.H.  are  somewhat  broader  and 
generally  heavier  than  the  earlier  ones,  he  therefore  describes  nine 
dirhems  spanning  a period  365-394AH  greatly  helping  to  fill  the  gap 
in  published  material. 

The  catalogue  portion  has  been  done  according  to  the  mints  and  list- 
ed by  ruler  under  the  appropriate  mint  headings  in  order  of  the 
provinces  outlined  above.  Distribution  of  the  dirhems  is  summarized 
in  two  tables,  and  an  analysis  of  the  coin  weights  are  classified 
according  to  the  mints  and  rulers  set  out  in  two  tables  also. 

Interesting  chapters  on  the  Samanid  silver  crisis  and  the  political 
history  form  part  of  this  well  organized  book,  which  has  four  outline 
maps,  ten  tables,  eight  pages  of  the  inscriptions  found  on  the
